Sheriff BAJIKS ttcis informed that all of these prisoners had violated the 
15ay >Act, and. for this reason, he vsas requested to turn them over to the Agents 
for prosecution, tmder -the provisions of the May Act, He refused to do this, 
stating that he desired pay for the ^time the prisoners had spent in jaH, 

.and further that it nas, hi? underst^ding that he could take them either to 
Knoxville or Nashville for vfhich he would be reimbursed at seven cents per 
mile for each prisoner. It was clearly .apparent that he was not interested 
in cleaning up vice in his county, but instead was interested only in making 
as much money as possible out of the situation. He advised, however, that 
he would hold iiie prisoners until the following Monday, April 12, 1945# 
which time the results of physical examinations given these girls trould be 
available.

He further charged that some of the prisoners wore spoken to in a rough manner 
by the Agents and "treated like dogs." Sheriff BANKS was asked for a speci fic 
instance of ill trea-faient of any prisoners to vdiich, he replied that I I 

had' be.en spoken to very rougliy by FBI Agents and had been "treated 
liKe a dog. " - '
